The frame (2) having a partition member (2d) for provider or costumer area 

The provider and costumer areas are in fluid communication with die interior side of the structure (i.e. 31). 

Regarding clauns 2-10, 12-14, 16-22. Sumida shows: 
The air intake and exhaust vents or pipes (9-10); 
A fdter guard (i.e. 42); 

The door (3) which is made with a hinge is notoriously well known in electronic housings. 
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
